across the sea. 
At 4:36 a. m. this 
m orning, alm ost 79 hours afte r Its 
departure, it w'as 
secured 
to 
the 
m ooring m a st erected here especial­ 
ly for its use. 
It w’oiild have m ade a far faster 
trip b ut storm y w eather encounter­ 
ed after It had crossed the ocean 
and W'as on the last leg of its flight 
here, ripped the fab ric covering of 
one fin. 
The hu rt was slight and 
was repaired in air, b ut tim e lost 
while the ship w'as hove to over 
Queb ec prevented a landing b efore 
d ark last niglit and , so no attem pt 
w a s m ade to m oor until morning. 
Officers interview ed Im m ediately 
after mooring said tha t the dam age 
w as trival and would not necessi­ 
ta te any change in the ship’s scred- 
ule, which calls for several flights 
ab out Canada during the next ten 
days b efore it sta rts b ack across 
the sea for home. 
In length the R-100 is b etween 
the A m erican Los Angeles and the 
G erm an Graf Zeppelin b ut in girth 
and cub ic capacity it is far larger 
than either. Yet it was handled in 
the air during the m ooring opera­ 
tion with as much appare n t ease 
rs a tiny b limp. 
And w'hen Its nose 
v.as fast at the top of the m ast and 
ropes from sides and rear were se­ 
cured to the ground it floated as 
gently 
in the m orning sun 
as a 
canoe on peaceful w'ater. 
“ We never had a b um p all the 
w ay across the A tlantic ocean and 
everything W'ent perfectly until w^e 
got to F a the r Foint,” said Sir Deii- 
nistoun Burney, director of aircraft 
developm ent 
and 
designer of the 
dirigib le, as the ship w'as moored. 
“T here we ran into a b ad b ump 
and the ja r tore the fab ric on a 
stab ilizing 
fin.

w as tem porarily repaired and was 
negligib le.” 
Sir Dennisloun, M ajor G. H. Scott, 
assista n t director of airship develop­ 
m ent, Squadron L eader R. S. Booth, 
captain of the R-IDO and Squadron 
L eader Johnston, navigating officer, 
talked of the flight as soon as the 
ship W'as m ade fast. 
There w'ere still five tons of fuel 
left ab oard the R-100 
w hen 
hooked onto the m a st here. 
The m ost valuab le thing learned 
on the trip, the officers b elieved, 
was that tlie airship was the most 
com fortab le m eans of transportation.

FURTHER step toward link­ 
ing all of the agencies of the 
gov ernment and science in a 
protectiv e plan to sav e liv es and 
property in the ev ent of disaster 
has been announced by the Amer­ 
ican National Red Cross. 
Amateur radio operators, y oung 
men and a few y oung women, w'ho 
own equipment, usually located in 
their homes, hav e been joined into 
a nation-wide network to report 
catastrophes in their communities 
to the Red Cross, in the ev ent that 
all other means of communication 
hav e been destroy ed. 
The cooperation and organiza­ 
tion of the amateur radio fans has 
been obtained by the Red Cross 
through the United States Army 
and the United States Nav y . Hold­ 
ing certificates of appointment for 
two y ears as Army amateur oper­ 
ators are 7 11 men, and a few girls, 
scattered nation-wide. Organized in 
the Nav al Reserv es are 2,300 y oung 
men, the majority ex perienced in 


radio and owming equipment. These 
3,000 radio amateurs will furnish 
one or more 
operators In each 
community , who will receiv e ap­ 
pointment from Red Cross Chap­ 
ters as official radio operators for 
the chapter. 
All of these organized radio en­ 
thusiasts are licensed by the De­ 
partment of Commerce to operate 
on a limited w'av e length in code. 
They hav e been brought under an 
organized plan by the U. S. Army 
and Nav y so that they may serv e 
as a nucleus of trained radiomen in 
the ev ent of national emergency . 
Sev eral times in the recent past, 
radio has play ed a striking role in 
summoning the Red Cross to bring 
relief to disaster stricken commu­ 
nities. 
When the West Indies hurricane 
swept across Florida in September, 
19 28, all land wMres W'ere felled, 
and the pow'erful radio stations 
w’ere crippled. But at 1:45 o’clock 
In the morning, when the world 


had been without word for many 
long hours from the area which 
wms knowm to be in the path of the 
storm, the Army Radio Section de­ 
liv ered to the American Red Cross 
headquarters in Washington a brief 
message, calling for help for Palm 
Beach county , signed by two Red 
Cross officials there. It had been 
transmitted 
from 
Station 4AFC, 
owned by amateur radio operatore 
Ralph Hollis and Forrest Dana, 
members of the West Palm Beach 
Fire Department. The Red Cross 
radioed back that help was en 
route. 
Sole 
communication 
was 
maintained through these amateur 
radiomen for sev eral hours. They 
carried much traffic for Red Cross 
in the ensuing three day s when 
normal serv ice had not y et been re­ 
stored, the men spelling each other 
at the key . 
It Is serv ice of this ty pe that the 
3,000 radio amateurs will giv e the 
nation and the Red Cross under 
the new plan now inaugurated.

THE BANKUPTCY LAW 
From the Independence Examiner. 


Anno uncement wa s made in W a shing­ 
to n this week tha t the o ffice o f the a t­ 
to rney general o f the United States ha d 
initiated an inv estigatio n o f the 
bank­ 
ruptcy lawL 
We ho pe tha t this is true 
and tha t the inv estigatio n will be so tho r­ 
o ugh tha t it will bring abo ut a co mplete 
rev isio n o f the la\v s as they no w stand. 
The bankruptcy law^s no w are so me­ 
times used by the unscrupulo us fo r the 
raiding o f the public po cket. 
W hile no 
definite figures are av a ila ble, it is esti­ 
ma ted tha t $7 5 0,000,000 a y ea r is the lo ss 
to the peo ple with the bankruptcy law's 
being used as a screen. 
In this immediate 
sectio n o f recent 
y ea rs 
the ta king o f 
bankruptcy ha s beco me an epidemic, and 
mo st o f the business men o f Independence 
hav e so uv enirs in their po ssessio n no tify ­ 
ing them tha t they will receiv e eight o r 
ten 
per 
cent thro ugh 
the 
bankruptcy 
co urts o n acco unts which sho uld hav e 
paid a hundred per cent. 


The purpo se o f the bankruptcy la ws 
wa s v ery fine. 
It intended to pro tect the 
ho nest man who thro ugh unav o idable cir­ 
cumsta nces wa s unable to pa y and who , 
•with the burden o f unsettled acco unts, 
co uld 
no t successfully undertake 
o ther 
business. 
It did no t ta ke lo ng fo r la w ­ 
y ers, who made a study o f the pro v isio ns 
o f this la w and w^ere no t o v erscrupulo us 
in sho wing clients a w^ay o ut o f an em­ 
barrassing po sitio n, to disco v er ho w the 
la w co uld be ma nipula ted fo r the benefit 
o f indiv iduals who were willing to get o ut 
o f their o bligatio ns in any w a y they co uld 
if they co uld still stay o ut o f the clutches 
o f o ther laws. 


So it has co me o ut tha t the bankruptcy 
la ws as at 
present 
administered 
v ery 
rarely are used fo r the purpo se intended. 
This is no t to say by any means tha t ev ery 
perso n who 
go es 
thro ugh 
bankruptcy 
sho uld be under suspicio n, because that is 
no t true 
There are many upright and 
ho nest men who hav e been fo rced by cir­ 
cumstances to ta ke bankruptcy , but they 
ha v e lo ng a go co me to be a mino rity in 
the bankruptcy co urt. 
- 


ALL FACE QUESTIONS 
The anno uncement tha t representativ e 
go v ernment has been perma nently a bo l­ 
ished in J ugo -Slav ia will sca rcely surprise 
perso ns fa milia r 
with the 
theo ry 
and 
practice o f dictato rship. 
The dictato rial 
regime there has had a ty pica l histo ry . It 
wa s crea ted by ro y al decree in J anuary , 
19 29 , a fter a perio d o f po litical chao s. 
The demo cratic institutio ns set up by the 
new J ugo -Slav co nstitutio n had fa iled to 
functio n. 
One cabinet crisis had fo llo wed 
ano ther. 
Pa rlia ment wa s a cco mplishing 
no thing and the relatio ns between sev eral 
na tio na lities including King Alex a nder's 
do main, were gro wing wo rse and wo rse, 
sa y s the Hannibal Co urier-Po st. 


The king 
disbanded 
parliament and 
rescinded the co nstitutio n. 
Then he a p­ 
po inted a military o fficer as prime min­ 
ister, who sho uld be directly respo nsible 
to him. 
The o ffices o f the po litical par­ 
ties were lo cked up and a strict censo r­ 
ship 
wa s 
established. 
J ugo -Slav ia has 
been cha nged fro m a co nstitutio nal mo n­ 
archy to a dictato rship o v er night. 
But 
it wa s genera lly believ ed tha t the new 
regime wa s a tempo rary ex pedient. King 
Alex a nder wa s repo rted to hav e ta ken 
the step with grea t relucta nce. 
Observ ­ 
ers at ho me and abro ad felt tha t as so o n 
as he ha d refo rmed 
the 
administratio n 
and wa s rea so na bly co nfident o f his peo ­

PIGS that are required to b e hog­ 
gish at feeding time are not the 
ones that make the b iggest and 
most profitab le gains, says the Blue 
Valley Creamery Institute. 
Pigs 
that are fed b y hand two or three 
times a day rush to their troughs 
at feeding time to make sure that 
they get their share of the feed. 
However, when they are fed from 
self-feeders, in which feed is wait­ 
ing for them to eat at their leisure, 
there is no confusion and b olting 
down to their feed as is the case 
when they are hand-fed. 
Self-fed pigs are more profitab le 
than those fed b y hand, according 
to the results ob tained at six differ­ 
ent agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions in which groups of pigs from 
a self-feeder in a diy lot were com- 
fared with other groups hand-fed. 
n these trials the pigs that were 
fed fix)m self-feeders averaged 11 
per cent greater daily gains than 
thoNe b A&d-fed. and in making these 


greater 
gains 
they req^uired 9 
pounds less grain per 100 pounds 
increase in weight. 
Experienced hogmen b elieve that 
much of these b etter results ob ­ 
tained from the use of self-feeders 
are due to the more moderate eating 
and more thorough digestion. This, 
they b elieve, is not possib le in the 
confusion around the hog troughs 
when pigs are hand-fed. 
Besides the greater gains and 
higher profits from hogs that result 
through feeding from self-feeders, 
there is a b ig saving in lab or when 
self-feeders are used. Furthermore, 
the faster gains made b y the self­ 
fed hogs b rings them up to a mar­ 
ketab le weight earlier in the season. 
This is often a distinct advantage 
for the early markets are usually 
the most profitab le. By having the 
pigs on the farm for a shorter 
period there is also less risk taken 
from the standpoint of disease.
